-  “The  social  ethic  is  a  drive 
to  give  religious  and  moral  sanc¬ 
tion  to  the  pressures  of  organ¬ 
ized  society  upon  the  individu- 
•1.”  Whyte  said.  He  warned 
that  "tilt  worship  of  organiza¬ 
tion"  is  "profoundly  destruc¬ 
tive”  of  the  Individual  and  ke- 
tually  against  the  best  interests 
of  society  Itself  and  the.jtoun- 
try  as  a  whole. 

Need-  to  “Belong”^ 

The  editor  said  social  ethic 
Is  the  primary  motive  today  in 
choosing  a  career,  Joining  a 
church,  selecting  a  school,  or 
moving  to  the  suburbs.  He 
called  it  a  fallacy  to  believe 
that  “belongingness"  is  the  pri¬ 
mary  need  of  man. 

Instead  of  Joining  a  church 
for  a  religious  and  spiritual  es- 
P^ence,  fte  “organized  man” 
Joint  It  to  identify  himself  with 
a  social  group.  Mr.  Whyte  said, 
and  to  have  that  group  make 
decisions  for  him.  In  business 
and  the  professions,  he  added, 
the  social  ethic  similarly  is  get- 
ting  priority  over  Individual 
creativity.

A  Baptist  empire  is  being 
built  in  the  West.  Foundations 
are  being  laid  for  what  may  be 
one  of  the  mightest  periods  of 
advance  in  Baptist  history.  I 
have  just  had  the'  privilege  of 
a  p  e  n  d  1  n  g  some  time  in  the 
Colorado  Convention,  visiting 
the  churches,  sitting  in  con¬ 
ferences  with  the  pastors  and 
leaders,  and  seeing  some  of  the 
great  opportunities  which 
abound  in  that  area. 

I  returned  home  with  my  eyes 
opened  to  the  great  mission 
challenge  of  the  area,  my  h^art 
thrilled  by  the  marvelous  work 
which  our  brethren  are  doing 
there,  and  my  mind  filled  with 


a  vision  of  how  Baptists  can 
share  in  the  vast  needs'  which 
are  there. 

The  Colorado  Baptist  General 
Convention  was  constituted  in 
November  1955,  and  is  com¬ 
prised  of  more  than  100 
churches  in  five  and  one-half 
states.  There,  are  now  more 
than  11,000  m^bers  in  those 
churches'. 

Large  Territory  | 

The  XNuiveotUin  territory  ia 
big.  It  includes  the  states  of 
Colorado,  Wyoming,  Montana, 
North  and  South  Dakota,  and 
one  half  of  Nebraska.  This  is 
a  land  area  more  than  eleven 
times  as  big  as  Mississippi. 

Distances  are’great.  From  the 
convention  office  in  Denver  to 
the  churches  in  the  area  of 
northwestern  Montana  around 
Great  Falls  is  a  distance  greater 
than  that  from  Jackson, -MfeV., 
to  Chicago,  and  from  the 
churches  in  southwestern 
Colorado  to  those  lo  eastern 
North  Dakota  is  as  great  as 
the  distance  from  Jackson  to 
New  VOrk  City.  One  missionary 
.serves  the  two  states  of  Mon¬ 
tana  and  North  Dakota  and  the 
west  to  east  spread  of  his  terri¬ 
tory  Is  greater  than  the  distance 
from  Shreveeprl,  La.  to  Jack¬ 
sonville,  Fla. 

While  there  are  large  areas 
of  sparse  population,  and  there 
are  no  rural  churches,  the 
population  of  the  convention 
territory  is  more  than  twice  that 
of  Mississippi,  and  growth  Ig 
rapid.  Denver, '  Colo.,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  is  growing  st  the  rate 
o(.  more’ than  3,000  people  per 
month.  ,Many  of  thc-sc  people 
are  coming  from  the  South  and 
are  opening  up  new  doors  of 
opportunity  for  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  everywhere.

One  city  in  the  convention 
territory  has  a  metropolitan 
population  of  more  than  65,000 
and  the  only  Baptist  witness 
there  is  a  small  American  Bap¬ 
tist  church  with  a  membership 
of  less  than  300  and  a  Sunday 
school  of  less  than  200.  A  city 
of  similar  size  in  the  South 
would  probably  have  ten  or 
more  Baptist  churches. 

When  I  walk  down  the  street 
in  Jackson  one  out  of  every 
three  people  I  meet  is  a  Baptist
